Havana, Feb. 10. — The various re- 


ports and statements of Captain Gen- 
eral Weyler. announcing the pacifica- 
tion of the province o£ Pinar del Rio, 
and the almost complete disappearance 
of the insurgents in that part or the 
island are far from being borne out by 
facts. 


In the neighborhood of Catalina and 


Las Cuevas are the insurgent leaders 
Varoca Rivero and Luis Perez with 
about 1.280 men, well armed and hav- 
ing plenty of ammunition, thoug!. 
poorly clad. 


In the zone of Jaucia and Mula is the 


insurgent leader Lazo with some 500 
men l^zo is wounded in both arms. 


In the districts 01 Bayas. Rio del Me- 


dio. Mangnacos, Pena Blanca and Pan 
de _• zucar are various grou[!S of in- 
surgents with a total of over £00 men 
under Videl Ducasi. 


At the heights of Go'oernadora and 


the Sierra del Ro^ario, the insurgents 
are under the command of Brigadiei 
General Risis Rivero and the leadcr- 
Jose Manuel Barrio and Perico Del- 
gado 
They consist of infantry and 


some cavalry, estimated to number 
about &UO mon. 


At Soroa is a force of insurgents un- 


der Antonio Nunez 
Nunez however, 


is said to be \\ounded. 


At the Loma Heights is the Torro 


Bertnudaz band and at Bayate and in 
the district of Punta Brava are the in- 
suigtnts under Gairaga and Lucas 
Martinez. 


The insurgent leader Frederico Nu- 


ne/. it at I^BS Miagas and nesir Arabia 
la Carlota and Arte.aiisa ai~e insurgent 
forces under Lorau. 


These forces alone, those of the 


known leaders in the field, are esti- 
mated to number about 5.000 men. 


In addition to these forces is a 


strong body of insurgents which seems 
to have mysteriously disappeared from 
the neighborhood of Havana. The 
whereabouts of this force is attracting 
mu'-h attention and is known to 
b»

intimate that a big surprise is being 
prepared for Captain General Weyler,

Senator Morgan l*.«»«<r» AbrogvlJuu ^ 111* 


. Feb. 10. — Tbe aiost ITO 


ponanc developments concerning Ui1- 
•cmfiideratioti of the arbitration treaty 
by <||e senate in executive session were 
the offering ot an amendment by Sena 
tor Morcan of Alabama, providing for 
the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty and the speech by the saiae sen 
nor in favor of ihis proposition. Sen- 
«tor Morgan declared that je condi- 
tions which cailed forth the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty had long since passed 
away, acd that it wat now used by 
England ae a menace to the United 
States. He ileclared England had vio- 
lated the treaty by occupying a part of 
Honduras. 


Senator Morgan stated 
that Uie 


treaty before the senate should be 
amended so as to except 
in 
definif- 


terms the Nicaragua canal and every - 
thins relating to that enterprise. He 
dwelt at length upon this phase of the 
treaty and read from a number of re- 
ports bearing on the subject showing 
the interest of the I'nited States in 
that part of the continent which the 
senator declared was more vital than 
any treaty that could be made with 
Great Britain 


Another important amendment was 


offered by Senator Bacon of Georgia, 
It provides for a modification of Ar- 
ticle S> so as to relieve the southern 
states from any obligations that might 
arise under the bonds issued in the 
reconstruction days. The amendment 
was the result of a conference among 
the southern .senators who concluded 
that the article as it now stands might 
render it possible to make these bonda, 
when held by subjects of Great Britain 
the object of arbitration. 


A number of amendments have been 


prepared which will be offered in the 
course of the debate. Among them is 
one directing that all subjects of arbi- 
tration must first be submitted to the 
president and the senate before being 
sent to the tribunal provided for in thf. 
treaty. Another excepta from matters 
subject to Uie treaty the Alaskan boun- 
dary dispute, also any controversy as 
to the boundary line in the straits of 
Fuca, which separate Vancouver island 
from Washington state. 


During the day Senator Teller (stated 


that he wanted it understood that the 
silver men were not opposing 
the 


treaty as silver men.' and that no oppo- 
sition was being made to it because it 
affected the silver interests. 


The suggestion raised by Senator 


Daniel in the committee on foreign re- 
lations as to whether the difference 
between the price of silver and gold 
(in case this country goes to a silver 
basis) should be made the subject of 
arbitration did not receive much con- 
sideration nor did it attract any par- 
ticular notice.

There was only oite, who was al- 
ways the third of the group and the one 
interested, not in satisfying the yearn- 
ings of the impassioned, but in a pecun- 
iary sense of their value. He was the 
vender and might be either king or 
baron. But whichever he w us, he \t us 
the incarnation of unscrupulous power. 
The matrimonial tninsactioiiB of chiv- 
alry were Eiewenaiy. To them there

On the other 
hand, there ^as but sullen indifference 
or hatiug compliance. Chivalry canted 
abfint its faith i» women and the purity 
of irs own motive^, liccanse it could not 
«ing of lovo. It may be said that it MI 
canted bcciinse it knew it must cant. 


It knew that its marr:ages had not 


been m<uie m heaven and of ethereal 
sentiment. They were coarsely bargain- 
ed for, either in the king>exchequer or 
in the- open market place. Chivalry knew 
itself as a social falsity and the parent 
of lust. As a consequence the "lower 
orders'' have had to give ns the nomen- 
clature of our love asfairt-. Chaucer, the 
very minor of the era of chivalry, has 
typified lust with his master hand, 
but he has no picture of the gratified 
tenderness of longing youth.

mates and re!a!er< to matters iu which 
they have the closest interest, «nch as 
•our relations with China, Japan, Hawaii 
and otbe* Pacific ialaatls. 


In the early days cf the republic 


American diplomacy had much to do 
with Spain and France, and in the 
period of the nation's history preceding 
the civil war there were many negotia- 
tion*; but, though southern men have 
been freely recongized under all admin- 
istratiouB in appointments ia the foreign 
service of the United States, with a sia- 
gje unimportant exception, .the south- 
western and gnlf states have been wholly 
unrecognized in appointments to the 
bead ot the state deartmcnt.

appointed to succeed Martin Van Buren 
sa secretary cf state. He retired, after 
*he «h«e cf his official service, to his 
hama i» Bhiueteek, where he died threo 
ream after the expiration of bis term of 
•ffice an secretary of state. 


Florida, which is more nearly con- 


vened in Cuban complications than any 
other American state, perhaps, has novel 
had a tecretary of state. Neither has 
any trf tbe.aew western or northwestern 
states beyond the Mississippi river. 


IB the early history of the country 


JHawach-nseeta and Virginia usually fur- 
nished the cabiset with its secretary of 
•slate, and New York, Pennsylvania and 
Delaware (there have been three secre- 
taries of state from Delaware) have done 
so since. Ulinois has been twice called 
•pon, Pennsylvania twice, Maine and 
Maryland once each, Indiana once, New 
Jersey «ice and Kentucky and Michigan 
«»oe each, but usually tho pott has been 
kept aither in the eastern, seaboard or 
middte weeteni states, and iuch claims

That the gardener must have quick 


acting maunrc is K0iit;rally conceded. As 
American Culiivutcr explains, tho gar- 
dener plants curlier th:in <loc-s the far::;- 
er, and to make the plants grow more 
available nitrogen is needed, and this 
can only come from nitrogenous com- 
mercial fertilizers or from manures that 
have composted until tliuir nitrogen is 
soluble. 


The authority quoted thinks that 


there are farm crops wlueh \vill pay for 
well composted manure. Even tho cohi 
crop might be planted cue or two weeks 
earlier than it is if a little well rotted 
manure cau be dropped into the hill 
with the seed. This need not wholly do 
aivay with the practice of plowing un- 
der a dressing of coarse manure to make 
the com crop. No doubt such manure 
under heavy land holds the furrow up, 
admitting air earlier and getting the 
manure and sod to rotting early. So 
soon as fermentation begins the noil is 
wanned from below, and this ia (he 
best way to warm soil. A well manured 
clover lye plowed not very deeply mokes 
a warm and rich seed bed for com so 
early that if it conld, always be had, 
nothing better can be desired. But there 
ia a great deal of corn planted on timo- 
thy sod, and that not always top dressed. 
To give snch corn a quick send oil early 
will do much to insure a crop as good 
as the rotting sod will make. It can be 
done if tho farmer has some rich, com- 
posted and nitrogenous manure to apply 
in the hill. 


Where horses are fed on grain or meal 


their excrement mixed with thut from 
the henhouse will ferment very rapidly. 
If to this be added some Oerman potash 
salts, which will not only supply pot- 
ash, but prevent loss of ammonia, it 
will make a rich manure that can be 
got in good condition for. drilling when 
planting time come. 
Used as this may 


bo to give corn, potatoes and other 
planted crops a vigorous send off, such « 
compost will well repay the cost of 
making and applying it. If a fanner 
onco begins to compost manure," lie will 
find so much advantage in it that each 
-year the proportion which he will draw 
on land unfermentcd will be smaller. 
Where the manure pile is nearly hiilf 
etravr, as it often is iu grain districts, 
to plow it under before it has fermented 
and lessened its bulk means in a <3ry 
season that it will do injury rather than 
good. But fermented manure, being al- 
ready soluble, never lacks sumcipnt rain- 
fall to mako it do good wherever it is 
used. 


Tillage of \Vb?at, 


A bulletin f?6m the Minnesota station 


reports on several methods of culture 
practiced with wheat on tho station 
grounds. In all cases tho fall plowed 
laud gives the largest yield. No differ- 
ences were ihovrii in plowing for wheat 
3 1-2, S l-Sand7 1-2 inches deep. Burn- 
ing the ettibble and preparing tho need 
bed with » disk harrow g»ve as good re- 
sults tui plowing. 


Ill comparison of land manured with 


bsrnvard manure, rotted and fresh, or 
wiifioKmanared laud, in five eases out 
of seven the unmaaured plot gav« larg- 
est returns per acre. Snbioiling for 
wheat was unprofitable. A comparative 
trial of shoe chain and shoe pre«» drill* 
aud broadcast seeders favored tho shoe 
prew drill. Wheat sown in drills 81 aud 
28 inched apart and cultivated yielded 
less than that sown in the ordinary way. 


Building 


It costs lesa to construct a greenhouse 


than it used to do. The. doing away with 
masonry walla under the grewjhouae 
and fitting ita corners in iron posts does 
away witht<ttiuch expense. Most of the 
upper part lsr now made of iron, with 
just enough wood to set the glass into. 
Both g,ash and plans cau now b« procured 
very cheaply, and *1«> the enjriiies for 
furnishing the steam. Unless iu a very 
small greenhouse, steam heat will al- 
ways be fouud ranch more easily re£ 
lated and s> ninch more satisfactory 
tbat it should have the prefero.ur-u. says 
American Cultivator.

This iiiveution 
lis proved a Uoii to U.xrk«x'i>ers aud 
has been adopted b>r the greatest uiuu- 
:«-r of Ux'kwpers aa tho Iwst method of 
wintering boes. It serves well not only 
&a a winter rvjxjsitory, but gives equal- 
ly good result iu spring and summer. 
liuriuf; early ^.iriug, when Uic bees are 
bri*ding rapidly and the chauRi^s 01 
weather are Inxjueut, the chaff hive 
gives valuable aid 


Cellar wintering does very nicely un- 


til the approach of warm weather in t'so 
fpriug, when tho bees mast be brought 
jiot to endure the changes of tempera- 
ture without any protection, and if any 
bees really need the protection of ch^fT 
hives it is those that have been winter- 
ed iu thu cellar after being thus r^t 
out. The ehaff hivii is also a good stun- 
uier hivo. It is a protection against t5;o 
heat of suuwner and prevents the melt- 
ing down of combs in excessive hot 
weather, which very frequently occurs 
Iu thin hives. 


I havo experimented DTtih different 


forms and size* of chaff hives and found 
that the largest ur«j the best. Hivt-S 
wintered in them como out in bettor 
condition and are seldom, if ever, affect- 
ad with dysentery. I much prefer a chaff 
hive without any inside furniture, j;s 
it is called, but a mere shell, so that 
the ordinary hive of bees cuu be set m 
or taken out at pleasure, or but one or 
two stories can be used, as the apiarist 
•sees proper. The upper story or surplus 
department may be used during tho 
summer season. In autumn it can be re- 
moved and the entire upper story of 
the chaff hive filled with chaff prepara- 
tory to wintering. In this mauner tJie 
chaff surrounds the entire hive of lx-es 
perfectly. A first clasa chaff hive can be 
made from a good dry goods box of 
about tho required size. It should be 
six or eight inches larger each way than 
the hivo the bees are in aud about a 
foot higher, have an entrance cut iu it 
to correspond with tho entrance in the 
boe hivo, and a good cover completes it.

In a bulletin npon the value of a now 


com product, Professor Patterson dwells 
on tho value of the pith of tho corn- 
stalk in the arts, nnd construction • >f 
war vessels. Experiment baa proved i;s 
usefulness, and an extended employment 
of corn pith is confidently expected. 
Tho process for the extraction of the 
pith, as well as the now corn product 
madft from the residue of the stalks, is 
already patented and two or three plants 
ore in process of erection. 


According to Professor Patterson, field 


cured com fodder often having tho ear 
removed, contains nbont one pound of 
pith to every 14 or 15 pounds of blades, 
husk and stalk. In the. process of the, 
extraction of the pith, the blades and 
husk are first removed and the. stalks 
are cut up into email pieces. After the 
extraction of the pith from the stulk 
what remains is ground tip into meal, 
which in general appearance resembles 
coarse brati. This ground material is 
termed tho "new corn product." This 
new product is in such shape that it can 
be easily mixed with any kind of ground 
grain or any of the byproduct cattle 
food* so common on the market

eud of London. All the ends of ci- 
gars and cigarettes, dottels, chew- 
ed quids, etc., are bought at HO 
much per pound from public Louses, 
music halls and other places lie- 
sides those picked up in tho street. 
These savory morsels arc put into a 
largo bath, wh<>r<~ a kind of t<>uacCO 
broth is made.

chestnut If^fCfrH tire beginning to 
turn a goVlcn color, parties aro or- 


ciiiied, v.-ho ;-;o wherever they can 


get a supply of these loaves, which 
ire then put on long wires and im- 
mersed in this filth for either a long 
or short riisje, according to the re- 
quirements of a .strong or mild ci- 
jar.

}!ack, white and colored, many of them 
vith appropriate mottoes, were- piled or 
lung upon tbe monument.-*. 


Entering one of tho main streets and 


•walking up the hill, we were boon in a 
abyrinth of tombs. Insida of one little 


o, which lurlaglass door, there was 


a shelf built of marble, upon which 
tood a framed photograph of a man, 
On each side were vases filled with 
vhite lilacs, and underneath was stretch- 
id a white ribbon, and letters in gold 
upon it told that this was an offering 
rom his sorrowful schoolmates. Three 
"olumns rising from one pedestal aad 
resembling some fragment of a Roman 
ruin stood to commemorate three broth- 
rs who had wished to be laid together. 
Many monuments were like obelisks or 
n other Egyptian forms, bhowing the 
nfluence upon the fashion of the time 
of Kapoleou's eastern campaign. One 
arge column with a broken shaft stood 
alone in an open space upon a raised 
jlatform and attracted our attention be- 
cause of the great number 
<jf wreaths 


and flowers piled high upon- it. This 
was a monument to those whose burial 
places were unknown, -whose deaths 


3 aluOuucd iu mystery, and whose 


mourners come bore to pray imd weep. 
As we looked a poor woman with a 
:hild by one hand added her little spray 
of chrysanthemums to the gay but pa- 
thetic heap. Soou familiar and world 
'amous names began to claim our inter- 
est. Here luy Moliero and further on 
Alfred de Musket, the great poet*, 
Chopin's last lestmg place marked by a 
beautiful figure. Lafoutaine, with a 
little fox appropriately crowning his 
sepnlcher—for who can mention him 
without thinking of the sly puss that 
got the crow's dinner?—Balzuc, the nov- 
elist; Cherubim, the composer, and 
many other famous painters, authors 
and musicians. Then tho brave men 
who fought for Prance—Marshal Key, 
Napoleon's right hand man, who lies in 
a little inclosed lot filled with shrubs 
and flowers, but with no monument, for 
when he died his enemies were in power 
and would allow none to be erected, and 
now its absence and the simple grave 
speak moro eloquently than could tbe 
finest tomb. 


Near by lies poor Villeneuve, who 


lost at Trafalgar and in consequence of 
Napoleon's displeasure received such a 
iiarsh repulse when he returned to Paris 
that he ran a ueedlf through his broken 
iiearr. Just acres" the way from him is 
Paruicnticr, the ac;ricnlturi?t. He was 
tho m:m who with the utmost difficulty 
convinced the dainty French that tho 
potato was worth cultivating and eat- 
ing1. They say that Marie Antoinette 
helped him to a't-dii this end by wear- 
ing potato blossoms with her beautiful 
ball gowns. However tmo this may be, 
certain it is that the vegetable i» planted 
eveiy year around the good man's tomb. 
There is> one tomb which every one is 
sure to visit at Perc la Chni=e, arid this 
is tbe grave of Abelard and Heloibe, the 
grave that hus been the subjbrt of FO 
many songs and verses, and where lov- 
ers come to plight their vov:s and pledge 
their faithfulness. 
Very romantic it 


must be, too, on a moonlight eveuiu 
with the palo rays falling on the stow. 
figures lying peacefully side by side, 
with folded hands, under tha canopy of 
early Gothic style, vrilli queer gargoyles 
at each corner. Tho story of the lovers 
is well known. They had many trial 
and tribulations, but at last tb"y rest 
together, according to Heloiso'i last 
wish that she might bo reunited to h(r 
idol. Through the tombs and trors we 
went higher aud higher, until wo < 
oul upou a wide terrace aud Paris burst 
upon our view.

senting to you, as such committee 
representing your citizens, allow me, 
on behalf of the Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton and Dayton Railway Company, 
0 make the following proposition as 
to the rebuilding, enlarging 
and 


maintaining of car shops in your city: 


The railway company will rebuild, 


enlarge and maintain its cat shops in 
the city of Lima upon the following 
conditions, to-wit. The citizens of 
Ltma and such other persons as may 
oe interested tuerein are to pay to 
ihe Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
Railway Company the sum of thirty- 
three thousand dollars—ten thousand 
dollars thereof payable on - or before 
-he 15th day of April, 1397; ten thou- 
sand dollars payable on or before the 
15th day of June, 1897, and thirteen 
thousand dollars thereof payable on 
or before the 15th day of August, 
1897—all of said sum to be secured in 
such way and manner as your com 
mittee deem proper, but it must be 
presented to the railway company 
upon 
good, 
bankable, negotiaole 


paper, due and payable in accordance 
with the terms above stated. 


As soon as you accept this proposi- 


tion the railway company will at once 
procetd to the preparation for and 
the rebuilding and enlarging of its 
car shops in your city. 


At this time I could not particular- 


ly specify as to the size or kind of 
shops that the railway company win 
build, but I thick it sufficient to sav 
that they will be enlarged from what 
they were previous to toe fire. The 
exact plans cannot be decided upon 
until we have had an opportunity to 
1 aspect shops that have baen recently 
erected by ui>her companies. 


Tbe mere fact that the railway 


company builds these shops there, 
and the further fact that - it intends 
to and will, either by purchase or 
condemnation, 
secure 
additional 


grounds for this purpose, is certainly 
a sufficient warranty that the build- 
ings will be maintained, otherwise 
che railway company would not in- 
vest the amount of money over and 
above what it will receive from you, 
n grounds, buildings aad machinery 
in order to erect and equip these 
shops. 


I may further properly say that in 


1381, 
when our company made the 


agreement with your people to build 
and maintain shops, they limited the 
amount of work they would be re 
quired to have done at these shops to 
one division of its road. I think all 
of your citizens will fully agree with 
me that the company has not only 
carried out the letter and spirit of 
that proposition and contract, but in 
addition thereto they did a ver; 
much larger amount of work thau 
they were required to do under the 
terms of the contract. 


Therefore, judging the future b; 


the past, your citizens would have no 
reason to believe that the full letter 
and spirit of this proposition will not 
be carried out by the railway com 
pany.
